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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant respectfully traverses the 
restriction and elected claims 2-6, 12-20,22, and 24-25. Regarding claims 26-29, the distinct inventon drawn to a wireless communication 
system having a repeated pattern of classes of cells are arranged such that a cell from any one class is not adjacent another cell from a 
same class of cells and wherein the control station assigns a spread spectrum code for eachcorresponding class of cells. Because the 
invention is distinct for the reasons given as stated above and have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their recognized 
divergent subject matter and different searches is required. Therefore, it is of great burden to the examiner to perform thorough searches 
for each and every distinct invention.The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. The Applicant stated that the 
combination of Zhang and Comroe is improper. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the 
claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art.
